OTHER COUNTRIES,' 

"WITHOUT SAYING SO DIRECTLY," EM’TNTIMATED THAT IT WOULD 
BE UNREASONABLE FOR KISSINGER TO EXPECT ANY SUPPORT PROM 
PERU ON THE ISSUE, EVEN THOUGH OTHER LATIN AMERICAN 
COUNTRIES, NOTABLY VENEZUELA AND BRAZIL, ARE SAID BY 
U.S. OPFICIALS TO BE CONCERNED ABOUT CUBA'S NEW BRAND OF 
'REVOLUTION EXPORTATION.' 

"DE LA FLOR ADDED THAT 'FOREIGN PORCES' HAD ENTERED ON 
ALL SIDES IN THE ANGOLAN CONFLICT, CREATING, HE SAID, 

'A CONFUSED SITUATION.' 

"THE PERUVIAN LEADER REFUSED TO SAY WHETHER HE HAD SO 
INFORMED KISSINGER AS BLUNTLY ... 

"POSITION STATED BY DE LA FLOR OFFERS LITTLE COMFORT TO 
KISSINGER, WHOSE PAUL REVERE-LIKE JOURNEY IS DESIGNED TO 
SHOW CONCERN FOR THE CUBAN INTERVENTION ALONG WITH HIS 
DESIRE TO SPREAD THE NEW DIALOGUE' WITH LATIN AMERICA. 

"A FEW HOURS EARLIER, IN A WELCOME AT LIMA'S AIRPORT 'BY 
MY FRIEND, THE GENERAL,' (DE LA FLOR), KISSINGER HAD 
DECLARED: 

PERU HAS PLAYED A RESPONSIBLE ROLE IN ITS POLICY OF 
NON-ALIGNMENT, BUT AT THE SAME TIME WE ARE PART OF THE 
WESTERN HEMISPHERE AND WE MEET TOGETHER FREQUENTLY TO 
DISCUSS ISSUES OF COMMON CONCERN.' 

"IP KISSINGER WAS CONCILIATORY IN TONE ON A MATTER OP 
SUCH INTENSE INTEREST THAT HE FEELS COMPELLED TO ISSUE 
CONTINUAL DENIALS THAT HE IS ON A PERSONAL "CRUSADE., NEW 
DIALOGUE'IS MUCH LESS CONCILIATORY IN THE PUBLIC ARENA. 

"AT A PRESS CONPERENCE, HE REJECTED CHARGES BY PERUVIAN 
REPORTERS, IMPLICIT IN THEIR QUESTIONS, THAT THE GREAT 
THREAT FROM THE 'YANKEE IMPERIALIST' IS THERE. ..."

"THE AGREEMENT. . . ENVISAGES REGULAR CONSULTATIONS AT THE 
EOREIGN MINISTER LEVEL ON THREE BROAD AREAS - TRADE, 
TECHNOLOGY TRANSEER AND WORLD PROBLEMS. 

U.S. OFEICIALS ABOARD THE AIRPLANE. . . SAID THEY 
ANTICIPATED APPREHENSION AMONG SOUTH AMERICAN NATIONS 
SUSPICIOUS OP BRAZIL'S AMBITIONS. 

"BUT THEY INSISTED THE U.S. WAS NOT ANNOINTING BRASIL AS
